PNEUMONIA 
By lago Galdston, M. D. 
Now tha t serum is av ailable for 
the treatm ent of certain types of 
pneumonia, the early diagnosis of 
the condition 
is 
ev er m ore im ­ 
portant. For the earlier the type 
of the pneum onia 
is established, 
and the sooner suitable serum <lf 
av ailable) 
is 
adm inistered, 
the 
better are the results lik ely to be. 
Howev er, we do not as yet hav e 
an effectiv e serum for each type 
of pneumococcus. 
The pneumococci, 
tha t is, the 
germs of pneum onia, are div isible 
into 32 types. Serum s are av ailable 
against types 1 and 2 and agaimst 
types 5, 7, 8 and 14. Type 1 pneu­ 
monia is the com m onest of all. 
causing one-fourth to one-third of 
all lobar pneum onias. 
In a typical case, the onset of 
pneum onia is sudden. The- p a tient 
suffers with a shak ing chill and 
a sharp pain in his chest. The 
tem perature rises rapidly to 103 or 
104 degrees, and he soon dev elops 
a cough which is a t first diy and 
hack ing, but which later produces 
a distinctly bloody or rust-colored 
expectorant. Bloody or rust-colored

sign of pneum onia.
